7 Tomorrow Night

Alice’s Restaurant will be the 
cite of an information party for 
the benefit of the Camellia 8 
tomorrow evening 

The appearance of Thelma 
“Pat” Nixon and Ronald Reagan 
at the Camellia Festival this year 
prompted movement people in 
Sacramento to come together to 
“protest the policies of the U.S 
Government and Big Business.”’ 
On Saturday, March 4, they 
gathered at the capitol, where 
Thelma “Pat” Nixon was to 
dedicate her memorial camellia, 
to lodge their protest 

The government responded by 
arresting seven people on the 
scene for a variety of charges 
ranging from disturbing the 
peace to assault on a police 
officer 

All seven arrested had 
misdemeanor charges against 
them yet bail was preset at 
$2000. Some have charged that 
the arrests were “an attempt by 
the police to stop and crush the 
movement in Sacramento. A 
look at those arrested confirms 
this: Bob McBriarty (member of 
the “Coalition,” an underground 
paper at Mather AFB), Bill 
Schmidt (active member of the 
Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War), Craig Wallace (works on 
the underground newspaper 
*‘Winter Rainbow”), Patricia 
Rowan (an active member of 
Gay and Women’s Liberations”’), 
Dave Kuhn ( a member of the 
Davis underground ‘‘New 
Patriot”), Scott Tull (veteran), 
and Joe Lee (active in the high 
school movement).” 

Subsequently, on Monday 
March 6, Robin Yeamans, a 


Sacramento attorney who has 
defende’ tnany cases for poor 
and minorities in Sacramento, 
including the controversial 
“political trial” of the Oak Park 
4 two years ago, was arrested 
without a warrant at her home 
by four policemen. She has been 
charged with two felony assaults 
against policemen at Saturday's 
incident. Each charge carries a 
sentence of 1-10 years in prison; 
and, if convicted, she could be 
disbarred 

Supporters of the Camellia 
Eight believe that the facts 
warrant enough “to convict the 
Sacramento Police Department, 
State Security Police and Ronald 
Reagan of conspiring to destroy 
dissent and to violate our 
constitutional rights.” 

In the belief that it is “the right 
of the people to know the facts 
and that the facts will find us 
innocent’’ the Eight have 
initiated a drive to collect funds 
for their defense. As a 
preliminary step in this drive, 
Alice’s Restaurant tomorrow 
night will lend itself for an 
information party. 

In addition to Alice’s normal 
coffeehouse activities persons 
will be available to present 
information about the case to 
interested persons. 

Since films will be presented in 
addition to Alice's regular 
entertainment the opening time 
for Alice’s has been moved up to 
7 p.m.

Walks Again 


The American Freedom from 
Hunger Foundation will hold its 
annual “Walk for Development” 
on April 8. The purpose of the 
walk is to increase community 
awareness of the problem of 
hunger in our world, as well as 
to raise money for several 
self-help projects, including the 
Indian Centei, Breakfast for 
Ninos, Consumer Food Closet, 
Oak Park Summer Lunch 
Program, Street Academy, as 
well as overseas projects in 
Bangladesh, Turkey and Nigeria. 


Walkers will raise money by 
asking people to sponsor them a 
certain amount per mile. Last 
year’s walk raised $96,000 and 
involved some 10,000 walkers 
and several hundred volunteers 
who served as checkers, traffic 
controllers, and first-aid 
attendants. The Walk for 
Development Committee has set 
a goal this year of $117,000. If 
proceeds of the walk exceed this 
goal, two additional projects, 
Asian Community Services and 
Kairos, will also be funded. 


The walk will start and finish at 
the west steps of the Capitol. 
Registration will begin at 5:30 
a.m. and groups of walkers will 
leave at 6, 6:30, 7 and 7:3C to 
avoid traffic congestion. The 
route will cover thirty miles 
through the south area. The 
walk will end promptly at 
sundown. Walkers may use the 
state parking lot on 1509 9th 
Street all day without charge. 

Walk cards will be available by 
Friday, March 17, at the Council 
of Churches Service Bureau, 
3720 Folsom Blvd. and at Sac 
State at a place to be announced 
later. Anyone who wishes to 
obtain further information or 
who wants to help out in the 
walk may call the walk 
coordinator, Wendy Kenney, at 
457-2669 or the Sac State 
representative, Martha Wallner at 
967-7489. There will also be a 
presentation on KROY Dialogue 
on March 19. 


The Walk Committee wants to 

emphasize that the projects 
funded are all self-help and not 
charity. They also express the 
desire to create more than just a 
once-a-year walk to bring the 
problem of hunger before the 
community. People are hungry 
everyday of the year, and it is 
the committee's desire to 
increase awareness of this 
through courses offered in the 
school curriculum and any other 
means available on a year round 
basis.

ANAIS NIN TO SPEAK 

There will be a convocation on Friday, March 24 
at 11 am. in the Men's Gym. The much celebrated 
and liberated Anais Nin’s topic will be Furrawn 
(intimate talk). 

In 1932 she published her first book, D.H. 
LAWRENCE: AN UNPROFESSIONAL STUDY. 
This work brought her to the attention of Paris 
literary circles, especially those of Henry Miller 
and Antonin Artaud. She also at this time became 
interested in psychoanalysis, was analysed herself, 
and later as an analyst, had patients 

In New York at the beginning of World War Il, 
she lived in Greenwich Village, gave up her practice 
as analyst, bought a printing press, and began to 
print the work of other artists and herself. Among 
the published works of Anais Nin are the 
following) HOUSE OF INCEST; UNDER A 
GLASS BELL; WINTER OF ARTIFICE, 
COLLAGES, a five volume novel; and her DIARY 
OF ANAIS NIN. 

The diary is currently her most noted work 
Begun on the ship that brought her to America, it 
describes the courageous liberation of a woman 
artist who confronted a culture in which the 
assumption was (is) that artists are men. Her own 
position is stated in D.H. LAWRENCE: AN 
UNPROFESSIONAL STUDY: “The modern 
woman desires also to build her own world 
directly, not through the man. The woman who 
creates a world directly is the artist-builder

Multi-lingual voting officials 


and the Ms. bill

Last year the California 
legisiature passed a bill authored 
by Senator Mervyn Dymaily that 
would have allowed 
Spanish-speaking election 
officials in polling places in 
order to assist voters. Believing it 
rather paradoxical to allow 
Californians to register to vote if 
literate in Spanish and yet not 
have Spanish language ballots or 
information at the polling 
places, the Legislature 
overwhelmingly supported 
Dymally’s bill. Governor Reagan 
vetoed the vill on the grounds 
that the election process is 
already too confusing aad this 
would just add more red tape 

This week a similar bill began 
its way through the Legislature 
again. AB 4, authored by 
Assemblyman Alex Garcia, (D) 
Los Angeles, requires 
appointment of foreign-language 
speaking election officials in 
precincts where there is a 
substantial number of 
non-English speaking voters. The 
bill also requires County Clerks 
to recruit Deputy Registrars who 
are fluent in languages other 
than English in order to increase 


registration among 
foreign-language speaking 
citizens. The new bill differs 


from previous legislation because 
it does not limit election 
officials to English or Spanish 
but requires that assistance be 
provided to all non-English 
speaking voters 

The new bill was held over in 
the Assembly Elections and 
Reapportionment Committee 
because of objections to 
language that would have 
required County Clerks to 
deputize all qualified persons 
who apply to register voters. As 
the law now stands, Clerks have 
the option of limiting the 
number of registrars within their 
County. Assemblyman Garcia 
agreed to study possible 
amendments to the bill 

It is believed that there is no 


strong objections to the central 
issue of the legislation, however, 
and the bill is expected to pass. 

As yet, the Governor has not 
expressed any support for it and 
it is not known if he will be any 
more predisposed to sign the 
legislation into law this year. 

Two other bills of interest to 
Californians were passed out of 
the Committee to the Assembly 
floor-Senator Dymally’s SB 
150, which would give women 
the option of registering to vote 
as Miss, Mrs. or Ms. and 
Assemblyman Johnson’s AB 
298, which would eliminate the 
requirement for prefixes all 
together. As it now stands, 
women are required to identify 
their marital status with Miss or 
Mrs., whereas men are not 
required to register as Mr. 

Mary Samis, a representative of 
NOW testified in favor of 
Assemblyman Johnson's bill, 
stating that the present law 
discriminated against women. 
Implied in the law is that the 
marital status of men is not 
important, whereas it is all 
important to the identity of a 
woman. Assemblyman John, 
Briggs (R), Fullerton, a member 
of the Committee, volunteered 
‘‘Well isn’t that true?” The 
legislation and testimony was 
greeted with indulgent smiles 
and sophomoric witticisms by a 
number of Assemblymen on the 
committee including Briggs and 
Assemblyman Paul Priolo (R) 
Los Angeles. Briggs made a final 
stab at humor when the Johnson 
bill came to a vote by first 
shouting ‘‘No’’ and then 
reversing himself and voting 
“Yes”, adding “I’ve seen the 
error of my ways, we can change 
our minds just like you girls.” 

Both pieces of legislation have 
an urgency statute attached. If 
Johnson's bill passes it will 
chapter out the Dymally bill and 
there will be no identifying 
prefixes required when women 
register to vote. The urgency 
clause would implement the 
legislation this year

The five year rule was put into effect by the NCAA in hopes of 
alleviating the problem of school jumpers, or athletes who move 
from school to school picking up more and more fringe benefits as 
he progresses. 

Columnist Gary Tobin took a long look at this funky situation and 
brought out the interesting point that “NCAA action may have 
eliminated the only two teams in the tournament that were amateurs 
in the strictest since on the word. The FWC allows no athletic 
scholarships or grants, a practice followed by perhaps only one-fifth 
of all the college division conferences.” 

Nevertheless, the Hornets and the Gators can hang up all hopes of 
tournament play for this year and perhaps more as the two teams 
could possibly be put on probation. 

This year was to have been the first year that the Far Western 
Conference Championship team was to have received an automatic 
berth in the NCAA tournament.

FWC officials thought that they were in line with the rule as, in the 
past, teams with ineligible players had been allowed to compete in 
NCAA competition if the player was dropped from the squad. 
However, one of the six provisions of the five year rule allows this 
only if the player “has not materially affected the play of the team 
Hearne was the sixth man on the Gators team while Berens 
alternated off and on Bruce Green, Gordy Newton, and Steve Jones 
at the post position. 

Out of this whole jive situation the FWC will lose their automatic 
qualifying status and probation lurks around the corner for the 
Hornets and Gators.

Alex Taylor, Mark Almond & Allman Brothers roar through Sacramento

One of these days the 
legendary Sacramento Concert 
will compare with any in the 
Bay Area--one of these days 


The Teenyboppers (‘Spare 
change, Mister?’’) and the 
Heavies (‘‘Spare joint, 


brother?’’) still gather outside, 
and people still insist on sitting 
in your seat--but the 
improvement of Memorial 
Auditorium concerts is a reality 
due to the enthusiasm of local 
music freaks and promoters who 
would like to see a good concert 
here in Sacramento just as much 
as you would. 

Concerts here are plagued with 
hangups such as no light show, 
bad spotlight management, bad 
sound system, theatre lights left 
on, disrespectful audiences 
expensive tickets, no encores, 
too many police, etc., but the 
auditorium has been coming 
around the iast two years in 
regards to the quality and 
quantity of good groups ranging 
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from Alice Cooper to Van 
Morrison 
The last few concerts I 


attended were spiked with such 
treats as air conditioning, 
encores, orderly audiences and 
good acoustics (if you were rick 
enough to invest $5.50 in a front 
and center seat). 

All the potential for a truly 
satisfying rock concert gathered 
last Thursday night when Alex 
Taylor, Mark Almond and the 
Ailman Brothers roured through 
Sacramento playing for a 
“ready” Municipal Auditorium 
audience. 

Alex Taylor took to the stage 
and surprised many in 
attendance by opening with a 
get-it-on rock number that 
sounds nothing at all like his 
superstar brother, James Taylor 
However, Alex’s set was almost 
ruined by the predominant 
bummer of the evening: sound 
difficulties. 

One of the KNDE disc jockeys 
(who promoted the concert) said 
that the master monitoring 
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system wasn't functioning 
properly and one of the speaker 


systems blew out, causing a 
short circut, which in turn, 
produced a great deal of 


distortion and feedback 

Alex and his band were 
justifiably upset, but through it 
all remained enough to 
finish their set 

The next group, Mark Almond, 
overcame the same sound 
problems by relying primarily on 
their tremendous jazz-oviented 
solos instead of the expected 
mellow material found on their 
two albums 

Mark Almond left the audience 
thoroughly satisfied as John 
Mark produced pleasant 
Englishy vocals and guitars while 
the versatile Johnny Almond 
(both veterans of John Mayall’s 
Bluesbreakers) played vibes, sax, 
flute and conga drums 

Dannie Richmond is new to 
Mark Almond, but not to the 
drums. Dannie is a very 
respected jazz drummer who 
performed Thursday night like

will. The rest of the group is 
pianist Tommy Eyre, of Joe 
Cocker’s Grease Band, and 
bassist Rodger Sutton who 
added a rock dimension to the 
group. Rightfully so, Mark 
Almond received a_ standing 


ovation and came back on to do 
a rare Sacramento encore 

After a reconstruction of the 
stage and sound system, the 
Allman Brothers came out and 
biew everybody away as hoped. 
The loss of lead guitarist Duane 
Allman was sensed while present 
lead guitarist Dickie Betts took 
to the slide guitar and opened 
their part of the concert. (Pick 
up on the Allman Brothers live 
album and listen to Statesboro 
Blues to see how that style of 
slide guitar should really be 
played.) 

After Betts finished his weak 
slide guitar number., he strapped 
on his Gibson Les Paul, powered 
by two Marshall Amps, and 
then, along with the vocals of 
Greg Allman, really showed 
Sacramento who they were. The 
Allman Brothers.. 

As a mattcr of fact, during the 
song “You Don’t Love Me,” one 
person was so impressed with 
Dickie Betts he felt obligated to 
scramble up on stage and stand 
next to him. The wanderer was 
quickly ushered off stage, but 
minutes later, a crowd of several 
thousand saw him crawl up on 
stage again and this time sit next 
to organ player Greg Allman.

Students for Radical Action 


Editor, the Hornet: 

In response to Patricia One 
Person's letter criticizing SRA’s 
article, “The Real Enemy of 
Working Women” 

1, as an ex-member of SSC 
Women’s Liberation before it 
became Women's Caucus, and as 
a current member of Students 
for Radical Action (SRA), 
would like to take this 
Opportunity to make a long 
overdue written statement 
concerning Women’s Caucus and 
its relation to homosexuality 

Patricia One Person asks, “Do 
they say that homosexuality is a 
symptom of a disease because it 
threatens them as men?” No, 
Patricia, aS a4 Woman my 
manhood is hardly threatened, 
and I fail to see why any of our 
male members would be 
threatened either. We say 
homosexuality is a symptom cf 
a disease because historically it is 
issociated with societies in 
advanced states of decay 
Homosexuality increases in 
direct response to the emphasis 
on individualism and decadence. 
It is a phenomenon associated 
with ruling class and bohemian 
elements of these societies (the 
German ruling class prior to WW 
II, for example), and is 
definitely not an_ essential 
element in the liberation of 
women. The origins of 
homosexuality lie in the 
development of private property 
and patriarchal society, where 
women were isolated to insure 
paternity. This encouraged and 
greatly increased the association 
of women with women and men 
with men 

A lack of understanding of the 
class nature of U.S. society (the 
working class vs. the ruling 
capitalist class) has led Patricia 
One Person and the more vocal 
elements of the women’s 
liberation movement into a false 
definition of who perpetuates 
and who benefits from sexism 
Patricia says white males (except 
for homosexual white males) are 
the root of sexism. This is a 
mimicry of Women’s Caucus’ 
position of the “white male 
dominated society.” In defining 
men, or white men as the enemy 
(instead of the capitalist 
system), they leave themselves 
no alternative but separatism 
and Lesbianism. 

Patricia One Person accused 
SRA of various distortions and 
evasions: 

A.) SRA did not contend that 
women were not a “major” 
class. We flatly said that women 
do not constitute a class at all. 
(Neither do homosexuals, unless 
one insists On using 
psycho-sexual definitions which 
have their origins in reactionary 
Freudian mysticism). To quote 
SRA's article, “Women make up 
50% of the working class as well 
as 50% of the capitalist ruling 
class.” 

B.) SRA did not “conveniently 
forget a couple of revealing 
socio-economic facts.”’ To quote 
from the New Voice 

“Any tactic to break working 
class unity, such as sexism and 
racism (whereby the boss pays 
women and third world 
members of the working class 





part of the general exploitation 
mechanism.” 

C.) Need I respond to “By the 
way, Marx was gay.’’? Of course, 
he was not 

D.) Finally, the lying slander of 
the People’s Republic of China 
was a completely uncalled for 
piece of red-baiting nonsense. 
Patricia One Person is taking an 
effort to eliminate 
discrimination against women as 
its opposite. It is unreasonable 
to expect ancient customs to be 
completely eliminated overnight. 

Patricia One Person and the 
leadership of Women’s Caucus 
have fallen into a_ typical 
capitalist trap (capitalism is an 
economic system, not a 
Freudian mystical notion about 
‘“*‘penis power,’ ‘“‘sexual 
imperialism,’ or “big capitalist 
psychiatrists and 
psychologists.’’) Capitalism 
thrives on dividing people 
according to false dichotomies 
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The business class says men 
should fear and hate women, 
women are inferior, women are 
after men’s jobs. Women’s 
Caucus says women should fear 
and hate men, women are 
inferior to men. (To quote Sally 
Wagner and Sandi Warden, 
“Women are a less powerful class 
than men.’’), all men are 
rapists(?!). 

SRA says the interests of male 
and female working class people 
of all races and nationalities are 
basically the same. In agreeing to 
the capitalist division of society 
according to sex, Patricia One 
Person and Women’s Caucus 
display their belief in capitalist 
propaganda. They take a 
pseudo-progressive posture while 
in fact they are aiding the 
capitalist ruling class by pursuing 
reactionary agitation 

Women’s Caucus has repeatedly 
failed to deal with criticism from 
any quarter, even criticism as 
friendly as Victor Comerchero’s 
letter, where he states 
‘‘Apparently this piece of 
viciousness (a cartoon) was 
printed to show support for 
‘Women’s Liberation.’ But the 
women's movement does not 
need such destructive support to 


succeed. It has history, 
circumstances and justice on its 
side, it does not also neec lying 
reactionary stereotypes.’’ 
Apparently Women’s Caucus 
feels it does need these 
stereotypes. Kathleen Lynch 
responded with clumsy evasions 
and infantile attacks on 
personality. To quote Kathleen, 


“Come on now. If Victor is 
really fuMing about unjust 
Stereotypes and exploitation, 


maybe he should send a letter of 
outrage to the real culprit, 
Playboy Magazine, and cancel 
his subscription.’’ On 
International Women’s Day (a 
day originated by Socialist 
women of east side New York in 
1908 to organize for women’s 
suffrage), Women’s Caucus felt 
compelled to send a witch hunt 
after Victor Comerchero. 

Sally Wagner, in the March 7, 
1972 issue of the Hornet, 
compares the Hornet to a “fine 
Piano recital.” She says the 
Hornet carries among other 
things, “graphics which clearly 
portrayed injustice and the 
needed changes.”’ Sally Wagner is 
too forgiving. Besides the 
offending cartoon of Feb. 16, 
there is the cartoon of Feb. 15, 
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which depicts a naked, 
dismembered female. This 
cartoon is merely another 
example of the pauper’s broth 
that passes for women’s 
liberation ideology. Or, if we 
quote Sally Wagner, it is an 
example “of the thousands of 
square inches of good stuff the 
Hornet has printed.” 

SRA, along with other readers 
of the Hornet, has repeatedly 
pointed out the hypocrisy of 
praising the Hornet for its 
so-called women’s liberation 
stand, while the Hornet 
continues to carry adds for 
pornographic movies. These 
movies are degrading and 
exploitative of the participants 
and customers alike. The Hornet 
says ‘‘Patronize Hornet 
Advertisers!’’ Patricia One 
Person says “I want to praise the 
Hornet....”” 

SRA was accused of “acting 
from a male point of view, a 
sexist point of view...”, of being 
“ideologues (who) stagger under 
the white man’s burden of 
telling the women how to 
liberate themselves.” 

SRA is a pro-working ciass 
organization.
